From his observations Mr. Bur- 
rill found that a ship of, the collier 
type to be seaworthy must pospers 
definite inherent stability qualitles 
and must be able to retain such 
qualities under adverac weather 
conditions. Freeboard 1s impor- 
tant, especially. in the North Sen, 


whero decks are apt to be continu- 


ally flooded. In the. .three-jaland 
ship the forecaatie minimises: tho 
amount ‘of water shipped forward; 
the. poop, when running before a 
ata, and the water shipped is usual- 
ly confined to the forward well. 


In the well-deck type with ‘raised }° 


quarter-deck and engines amid- 
ships, the disadvantage is that the 
forward well ia apt to carry more 
water and decreased freeboard, and: 
if these ships are not fitted with 
a poop they are apt’ to' submerge 
their sterns. Arch-colliers have 
more freeboard; they are lens wet, 
and roll | easily in moderate 
weather, but in head seas they 
carry large quantities of water on 
the fore deck, and as the water 
must run forward to.clear it fre- 
quently mects the next oncoming 
wave. The raised quarter-deck 
type with engines aft and a long 
stretch of hatches presents large 
open spaces to oncoming scas. It 
ig possible for these scas to travel: 
the full length of the ship, flooding 
the alleyways and striking each 
hatch in turn. This occurred on 
one 6ceasion when a sea shipped’ 
over the shoulder. travelled aft and 
shifted the tarpaulin locking bars’ 
on No. 4 hatch about a foot. - 
Owing to the heavy weights aft, 
these ships trim well by the stern 
in ballast condition, 
being required to immerse the pro- 
‘pellar, For this reason they are 
difficult. to’ handle in’ bad weather 
and roll heavily in this condition. 
‘Nr. Burrill also stated that: “The 
large hatches of self-trimming 
colliers are a constant source of 
danger in bad weather. In fact, 
in shipa of normal proportions they 
present the only real danger. For 
this reason great care must be 
taken to-see that efficient hatch- 
closing arrangements are provided. 
The only rea] solution to this very 
vital problem wil] be the introduc- 
tion of steel hatch covers for this 
‘form of ‘ship.’ “Mr. ‘Burrill advo- 
cates greater efficiency in freeing 
ports. Some ships ware #0 badly 
designed that alleyways had to be 
blocked up with wood because thoy 
were near the entranced to accom- 
modation or near ash-shoots. Other 
‘ships rolled so heavily that they 
presented their low sides to the 
next oncoming sea. Individual 
heavy scas are more apt to break 
-over a slow-moving ship than a 
‘quick-moving . ship; freeboard a5 
may be deemed necessary to in- 
crease safety should be provided, 
etc., etc. “The fact that a number 
- of ship losses have been reduced of 
crecent years has been due,” says 
Mr. Burrill, “to vigilance ef mas- 
ters, officers and crews, and parti- 
: cularly to the foresight of masters, 
who have to decide when’ to heave 
, to. shelter from, or run before the 
heavy weather-{n the North Sea and 
' Bpglish Channel during the winter 


months.”—Maksafe in the Nautical |

Ingenious Instrument 
to Aid Navigation. 


An ingenious apparatus which, Tt 
is anticipated, will prove very use- 
ful to navigating officers, especially 
when do¢king ‘or‘Undocking their 
ships, has, ‘just been -patented and 
placed on the market by Mr. Ernest 
A. Weaver, of Liverpool, who had 
had Jong practical experlence with a 
firm of Liverpool! shipowners. 

It consists of an appliance to be 
fitted on‘the end of the navigating 
| bridge, which when set to the re- 
“quired draft by turning a knob, im- 
| mediately Indicates by means of a 
sighting arin the’ position of the 
‘stem or stern’ relative to any ob- 
-ject In the near vicinity. At pre- 
sent, the navigating officer may be 
‘unable to see’the exact position of 
the stem or stern from the bridge, 
and have to rely on calling out or 
‘phoning which takes up time, gen- 
erally just when moments are most 
valuable. The new device {s de- 
‘signed to obviate this loss of time, 

! Accidents have occurred from 
time to time when the officer or the 
pilot manoeuvring a vessel in con- 
fined waters has not been able to 
know by how much to give her a 
touch ahead or astern, with the re-

JAPAN’S CASE IN 
 MANCHURIA. 


Argument Before the 
League’s Decision. 


INTERNATIONAL MARKET. 


reat Tokyo, Oct, 16. 

It is reported that the Council 
of the League of, Nations and 
the United States, taking the 
opportunity of the Japanese 
bombardment of Chinchow, are 
starting again their activities 
on the Manchurian _ situation, 
hut as one of those who sre nn- 
xious to see that the situation 
should not be more complicated 
and settled as easily as possible, 
Baron Funagoshi, a prominent 
member of the House: of Peers, 
said that he wished the Council 
of the League of Nations and the 
United States, to take the matter 
into full consideration. Baron 
Funagoshi outlined his views as 
follows :— ‘ 

“1, Per anyone who is well 


aware of the truth about the 
movements of the Japanese 
troops can easily understand 


that Japan has no territorial am- 
bitions in this connection. 

2. . Japan is known‘as a coun- 
try of justice and her chivalry | 
requires as her premier motto: 
“Good Faith,” and the Baron 
hopes that the Council of the 
League of Nations by regarding 
the entire situation in a cool and 
calm. manner, will study careful- 
ly the real facts which led up to 
the clash. 


3. The Japanese troops in 
Manchuria are’a little more than 
10,000 facing more than 200,000 
Chinese “troops, and - moreover, 
there are the Chinese. bandits 
which are a continual ‘menace 
and danger, together-with the 
leaderless and defeated Chinese 
troops. Therefore, if Japan 
withdraws her troops and leaves 
the situation as it is, these Chir- 
ese bandits, along, with the leader- 
less armies, will take advantage 
of the situation, and under such 
conditions, who can _ possibly 
guarantee that there will not be 
a repetition of the former Boxer 
uprising? 

4, The Baron opines to the. 
belief that not only one of the 
Powers’ will deny the facts that 
the Chinese authorities have 
been infringing on Japan's rights , 
and interests in Manchuria, al-j 
though Japan expects that China 
will some day come back to her 
senses. Japan has been waiting 
patiently for a final settlement of 
her many outstanding problems. 
China has committed many in- 
sulting acta against Japan aloud 
the Yangtsze valley “where 80, 
many anti-Japanese movements: 
have been fermented. Taking 
into consideration these circum- 
stances, which are quiet contrary 
to Japan’s expectations and sin-! 
cerity as China’s neighbour, it;

welcomed by ‘Japan, that is to 
say, that the world must remem- 
ber that Japan has no idea of 
creating’ a monopoly in either 
Manchuria or Mongolia. - 

8. If there is anyone who 
thinks that public opinion in 
Japan is not united, it is their 
great mistake. There may be 
some disaccord between the War 
Office and the Foreign Office, and 
if so, one may say..that the Japan- 
ese Cabinet is not completely 
united, but this’ is often to be 
seen in Europe and.other coun- 
tries. The alleged disagrec- 
ment between the two great poli-

railways surrounding the SMR. 
have been . built with Japanese 
capital which, however, has. not yet 
been refunded, neither has the 
Interest yet been paid. Therefore 
it may be rightly said that these 
railways are the property of Japan. 
Such being the facts, there is no 
proper reason: to deny the legal 
right of Japan to protect her own’ 
property with a certain number of 
her-own troops.—Japanese Informa- 
tion Bureau. . .
